REPORT OF PARDONS AND COMMUTATIONS OF SENTENCE 
1951 and 1952 


COMMUTATIONS 
Governor Bonner 


CHILDERS, ELLIS (Commutation)—Garfield County; burglary; sen- 
tenced October 19, 1950, for term of one (1) year. Childers, on May 10, 
1939, was committed to the Prison on a charge of grand larceny for a term 
of one (1) year. After serving six (6) months, he was paroled. In spite 
of prior conviction, Governor’s investigation disclosed that Childers has 
been a model prisoner and has a wife and two minor children who suffered 
considerable hardship because of Childers’ confinement. Governor recom- 
mended commutation of sentence to six (6) months. Pardon Board sustained 
Governor’s action January, 1951. 


HOVDE, BENNIE (Commutation)—Yellowstone County; robbery; sen- 
tenced to term of eighteen (18) months in State Prison. Review of records 
disclosed Hovde was drinking at time of alleged offense and, at time he 
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was commited, was working at Billings Bowling Center, where he made a 
good record as a worker. His employer offered to accept Hovde and im- 
mediately re-employ him upon his release. Governor stated he believed 
Hovde had been amply punished and recommended commutation of his 
sentence from eighteen (18) months to nine (9) months. Pardon Board 
sustained Governor’s action February, 1951. 


NAGEL, DONALD (Commutation)—Yellowstone County; robbery, con- 
victed August 21, 1948, and sentenced to term of 10 years. Nagel is an 
epileptic, requiring frequent medical treatment. His conduct has been 
gcod and I believe it is necessary, to serve the ends of justice, that Nagel’s 
sentence be commuted to five (5) years. If this recommendation is ap- 
proved by your Board, he will be subject to immediate parole. 


FERKO, JOSEPH D. (Commutation)—Butte, Silver Bow County; first 
degree burglary; sentenced by Silver Bow District Court December 2, 
1949, to term of five (5) years. Judge John McClernan, who originally 
sentenced Ferko, suspended the sentence but, in the Judge’s opinion, Ferko 
voided suspension and Judge sentenced him to the Prison. He is a first 
offender and a trustee outside the walls and has been an exceptionally 
good inmate. He is a 22-year old and it appears that part of his trouble 
has been due to the type of persons he has associated with. I recommend 
that his sentence be commuted to three (3) years, making him eligible for 
parole June 1, 1951. 


BRIDGEFORD, CLARENCE (Commutation)—Cascade County; grand 
larceny; sentenced by District Court of Cascade County December 3, 1949, 
for term of three (3) years. Bridgeford, 37, has previous conviction, but 
since he has been in Penitentiary because of his present conviction, his 
conduct has been exemplary. He is married and has three small children. 
If released, he will go to work on a farm. Believing that this is a proper 
case for commutation of sentence, I hereby recommend that Bridgeford’s 
sentence be commuted to one (1) year and five (5) months, which, if ap- 
proved by the Board, would authorize his immediate discharge. 


STORM, WALLACE (Commutation)—Toole County; grand larceny; 
age 23; sentenced August 31, 1950, for a term of three (3) years. Storm 
had no previous convictions and his conduct has been good. He served in 
the Navy, and in Prison had tuberculosis and needed medical attention im- 
mediately. Sentence commuted to one and one-half (1%) years. Approved 
September 28, 1951. 


MERCER, SAM, Jr. (Commutation)—Ravalli County; first degree 
burglary; sentenced August 4, 1948, for seven (7) years. No previous con- 
viction. Age early thirties. Reports of Ravalli County authorities indicate 
this young man was undoubtedly influenced by older men in the crime 
and had no objections to commutation. Commuted to five (5) years and 
six (6) months. Approved July 20, 1951. 


LYMAN, LEONARD (Commutation)—Ravalli County; first degree 
burglary; sentenced August 8, 1948, for a term of seven (7) years on 
plea of guilty. No prior record. 24 years of age. Veteran; married, with 
two children. Ravalli County authorities say influenced by older man in 
commission of crime. Sentencing Judge and prosecuting attorney recom- 
mended commutation. Commuted to five (5) years and six (6) months. 
Approved July 20, 1951. 


BARROWS, CHARLES (Commutation)—Phillips County; first degree 
assault; sentenced March 25, 1949, to five (5) years. No prior convictions. 
Married and five minor children. Trouble originated from drink, and situa- 
tion which resulted in his incarceration was a family affair. Family in 
need of help and prior record good. Commuted to four (4) years on pro- 
vision that ne seek work eslewhere than in Phillips County. Approved July 
20, 1951. 
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IRISH, NORMAN M. (Commutation)—Valley County; first degree 
burglary; sentenced March 15, 1949, to five (5) years. Served twenty-six 
(26) months and was reported an outstanding prisoner. Family man. Ap- 
pears to have had sincere desire to rehabilitate himself. Commuted to 
four (4) years. Approved July 20, 1951. ; 


BARTLETT, CHARLES (Commutation)—Cascade County; forgery; 
sentenced November, 1950, to term of eighteen (18) months. No prior con- 
victions. 21 years old; part Indian youth; appeared to have fallen in with 
companions who were drinking. Although not induced to do so, he wrote 
a $50.00 check on the account of a former employer. Was a good prisoner. 
Sentence ecmmuted from eighteen (18) months to one (1) year. Approved 
July 19; 1951; 


LUCERO, JOHN (Commutation)—Yellowstone County; second degree 
assault; sentenced on April 80, 1949, to a term of four (4) years. Appli- 
cant’s mother, Mrs. Sarah Lucero, of Billings, aging and in ill health. Lu- 
cero demonstrated by his good conduct and attitude that he was deserving 
of commutation. Commuted from four (4) years to two (2) years. Ap- 
proved July 19, 1951. 


BELLAMY, EMERSON LEE (Commutation)—Custer County; forgery; 
sentenced September, 1949 to a term of five (5) years. Custer County 
authorities do not object to commutation. The prosecuting attorney com- 
mended Bellamy for his cooperation with authorities. Worked diligently 
as a dental assistant and as a steward at the Prison, to the Prison Phys- 
ician. Commuted from five (5) years to three (3) years on August 29, 
1951. 


HODGSON, FRED W. (Commutation)—Custer County; uttering a fic- 
titious check; sentenced April 30, 1949, to a term of five (5) years. 
Hodgson violated parole and the Court revoked the suspended sentence. 
He began serving the original sentence January 11, 1949. His difficulties 
appear to stem from family difficulties and from drink. Violation of the 
suspended sentence appears to have occurred during a period of heavy 
drinking. Received extensive treatments for alcoholism at the State Hos- 
pital. A model prisoner. Wife passed away since imprisonment and _ his 
two minor children are without proper and adequate care, which he is 
capable of providing. Commuted from five (5) years to three (8) years 
on August 29, 1951. 


HUFFMAN, LLOYD (Commutation)—Cascade County; first degree 
burglary; sentenced in September, 1949, to a term of five (5) years. No 
prior convictions. Man appears to have acquired drinking habit in Armed 
Forces. Huffman burglarized his own place of employment where he had 
a steady job and a good salary during a drinking bout. Model prisoner. 
Commuted from five (5) years to three (3) years and nine (9) months on 
August 29, 1951. 


FENNER, DALE (Commutation)—Lewis & Clark County; first degree 
burglary; sentenced October 1949, to a term of five (5) years. This youth- 
ful first-offender, a veteran of Naval service, appears to have become 
associated with companions who exerted a bad influence upon him and 
who induced him to participate in the offense. Model prisoner. Commuted 
from five (5) years to three and one-half (842) years, August 28, 1951. 


GRANBOIS, ERNEST (Commutation)—Roosevelt County; forgery; 
sentenced to a term of two (2) years. Sentence suspended, later revoked, 
and Granbois was received at the Prison on September 29, 1950. An ex- 
cellent institutional record and county officials interpose no objection to 
clemency. Commuted from two (2) years to eighteen (18) menths, on 
August 29, 1951. 


KIMMERLE, PAUL CHRISTOPHER (Commutation)—Teton County; 
forgery; sentenced on August 29, 1950, to a term of two (2) years. Age 
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22. No prior felonies. Institutional record very good. County officials in- 
terpose no objections. Commuted from two (2) years to twenty (20) 
months, August 380, 1951. 


BRINER, DILLARD (Commutation)—Cascade County; first degree 
burglary; sentenced January 1951, to a term of two (2) years. No prior 
convictions. Briner appears to be not a criminal but that this misadventure 
was due to his association with and influence of insipid companions. 
Model prisoner. Commuted from two (2) years to one (1) year, Novem- 
beret (4a1905 1: 


CHAMPAGNE, CLARENCE (Commutation)—Lewis & Clark County; 
auto theft; sentenced November 5, 1950, to a term of two (2) years. No 
prior convictions. County officials recommend clemency; model prisoner. 
Commuted from two (2) years to fourteen (14) months, August 30, 1951. 


HANSON, GALE (Commutation)—Lewis & Clark County; burglary; 
sentenced September, 1950, to a term of two (2) years. No prior convic- 
tions. County authorities interpose no objections. Model prisoner. Com- 
muted from two (2) years to twenty (20) months, August 29, 1951. 


McERLAIN, EDWARD (Commutation)—Yellowstone County; first de- 
gree burglary; sentenced September 1950, to a term of two (2) years. No 
prior convictions. Good conduct at the Prison indicates that he has earned 
an opportunity to make good. Commuted from two (2) years to one and 
one-half (1%) years, August 29, 1951. 


JOHNSON, MILTON (Commutation)—Hill County; robbery; sen- 
tenced May 29, 1950, to a term of three (8) years. No prior convictions. 
Comes from good family and has worked during most of his life on his 
father’s ranch near Flaxvile. Father states that Milton was slow to learn 
but is not mentally deranged. Brother served with heroism and bravery 
in the Armed Forces and Milton tried unsuccessfully to emulate his 
successful brother but was rejected twice for Army service. Drinking and 
inferiority complex caused him to become involved in auto theft. Model 
prisoner. Suffered severe burns in an accident on the Prison farm, which 
burns required his receiving hospital care and medical treatment for several 
months. Commuted from three (3) years to two (2) years on August 29, 
1951. 


CAWLEY, ROBERT J. (Commutation)—Phillips County; contributing 
to the delinquency of a minor; sentenced May 22, 1951, to a term of nine 
(9) months in the Phillips County jail. It was the belief of the County 
Attorney and the Court that, in view of the physical and mental condition 
of the defendant this veteran should be released from the County Jail so 
that he might be commuted to a veterans’ mental hospital for care and 
treatment. Commutation granted from nine (9) months to four (4) months 
October 18, 1951. 


KEEF, ARCHIE (Commutation)—Powell County; escape; sentenced on 
July 19, 1950, to a term of two (2) years to start on May 14, 1951, upon 
completion of original sentence. Judge who sentenced Keef feels that the 
sentence should be commuted so that Keef may now be discharged at the 
earliest possible moment. Commuted from two (2) years to six (6) months 
on November 28, 1951. 


FRANKLIN, KEATS (Commutation)—Powder River County; forgery; 
sentenced September 3, 1950, to a term of five (5) years. First offense. 
Veteran, having served with honor and distinction in South Pacific. Model 
prisoner. Powder River County officials interpose no objections to clem- 
ency. Commuted from five (5) years to two and one-half (2%) years on 
December 6, 1951. 


RICHARDS, JOHN D. (Commutation)—Silver Bow County; burglary; 
sentenced September 7, 1950, to a term of two (2) years. Disabled vet- 
eran. Became addicted to use of alcohol. A young man of fine family with 
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training and education. Difficulties arose directly as a result of his use 
of alcohol. Personally instituted an Alcoholics Anonymous group at the 
Prison and has engendered real interest in it. A model prisoner. Com- 
muted from two (2) years to one and one-half (14%) years on December 
6, 1951. 


STEGALL, RAY (Commutation)—Liberty County; forgery; sentenced 
to three (3) years July 26, 1950. Man had no prior convictions; amount of 
instrument forged was small. Has given promise to make full restitution 
for his wrong and had made every reasonable effort to do so before he 
was sentenced. His institutional record has been good. Commutation 
granted December 27, 1951, from three (3) years to one year and nine 
months (1 yr. 9 mos.) 


PARR, CLIFTON L. (Commutation)—Park County; rape; sentenced 
March 9, 1946, to a term of fifteen (15) years. Is eligible to parole. The 
offense was committed when Parr was young. The girl has since married 
and established a home. Parr’s institutional record has been exceedingly 
good. Parr appears to have a deep and abiding repentance of the offense 
and a sincere desire to make amends. Commutation granted December 
27, 1951, from fifteen (15) to nine (9) years. 


BRUNO, LARRY (Commutation)—Teton County; grand larceny; sen- 
tenced January 11, 1951, to a term of two (2) years. He was under 21 at 
the time the offense was committed and had no prior convictions of a 
felony nature. Appears to have become involved with companions who 
had a bad influence upon him and upon his actions. His institutional record 
has been excellent and appears to be sincere in desiring to make resti- 
tution for his wrongs. In light of his youth, further confinement might 
deter his rehabilitation. Commuted the sentence of two (2) years to eighteen 
(18) months, December 27, 1951. 


OLSON, MARVIN M. (Commutation)—Beaverhead County; uttering a 
fictitious check; sentenced July 30, 1950, to a term of three (8) years. No 
prior convictions and is, therefore, eligible to parole. His institutional rec- 
ord has been good and the Court interposes no objection to his release. It 
is believed that this first-offender should be given an opportunity to atone 
for his wrongs and that further confinement would serve no good or use- 
ful purpose. Commuted from three (8) years to two (2) years, December 
26, 1951. 


RIGGS, CARL JOHN (Commutation)—Gallatin County; grand larceny; 
sentenced April 11, 1951, to a term of four (4) years. No prior convic- 
tions. Although not a long-time resident he had established a reputation 
for being a good worker. Fine institutional record and has worked dili- 
gently to learn a vocation at the Prison. It is to be supposed that he did 
not have control of his facilities at the time the offense was committed. 
Commuted from four (4) years to three (8) years, December 26, 1951. 


LEWIS, MONTFORD R. (Commutation)—Valley County: grand lar- 
ceny; commenced serving sentence of two and one-half (2%) years Oc- 
tober 20, 1950. Has maintained very good institutional record and his 
record discloses no prior felony convictions. His wife has not enjoyed good 
health and has been unable to work. She has had to depend upon the state 
and relatives and friends for assistance. Commuted sentence of two and 
one-half (2%) years to one and one-half (1%) years, December 26, 1951. 


DALY, VINCENT, Jr. (Commutation)—Lewis & Clark Countv; burg- 
lary; started serving sentence. a term of five (5) years, October 31, 1949: 
His Prison conduct verv good; a first-offender; and he admits that had 
he exercised better judgment in his associations with prover companions 
the incident might never have occurred. He appears bv his conduct and 
his desire ta atone for his wrongs to have learned his lesson thoroughly. 
Commuted from five (5) years to three and one-half (3%) years, De- 
cember 28, 1951. 
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DUGGER, CLARENCE O. (Commutation)—Silver Bow County; rob- 
bery; sentenced to a term of twelve (12) years on February 17, 1947. His 
record discloses prior convictions, but Warden Boedecker asserts that he 
has made a sincere and conscientious effort to rehabilitate himself. The 
Court and County Attorney interpose no objection to clemency. He has 
assurance of immediate employment in another state in event of release. 
Sentence commuted from twelve (12) to six (6) years, December 27, 1951. 


BOYLAN, A. E. (Commutation)—Missoula County; grand larceny; sen- 
tenced to a term of three (8) years, which sentence was revoked August 
12, 1950, when he was charged with assault upon his wife and started 
serving sentence that date. Although he appears not to be a fully mature 
person, he does not have a criminal character. His institutional record is 
exceptionally good; he has learned a trade and is assured immediate em- 
ployment as a cheese maker in the event of his release. Commuted from 
three (8) years to two (2) years, December 26, 1951. 


BLAIR, CLAUDE (Commutation)—Hill County; robbery; sentenced 
October, 1945, to a term of fifteen (15) years. His institutional record has 
been very good. Has been under care of the Prison physician at various 
times for a chronic ear infection for which condition a surgical operation 
has been prescribed. Commuted sentence from fifteen (15) to ten (10) 
years, December 26, 1951. 


BOERNER, ALBERT (Commutation)—Cascade County; grand larceny; 
sentenced to a term of two (2) years November 5, 1950, Would be eligible 
for release with good time earned February 28, 1952, His institutional 
record is good, has learned a trade and has a promise of immediate em- 
ployment in event of his release. Sentence commuted from two (2) years 
to one (1) year and six (6) months. 


FISHER, JOSEPH (Commutation)—Cascade County; isuing fictitious 
check; sentenced February 7, 1949, to a term of twenty (20) years. Ap- 
pears to be a person easily misled. Has developed deep religious convictions 
apparently and volunteered to donate one of his eyes to a girl whose sight 
has been destroyed. Commuted to ten (10) years December 28, 1951. 


STANDISH, DON (Commutation)—Gallatin County; second degree 
burglary; sentenced March 30, 1950, to a term of four (4) years in the 
State Prison. Has a very good institutional record; the offense was com- 
mitted during a period of heavy drinking and was his first felony con- 
viction. A child was born to his wife shortly after his incarceration and 
they have had a difficult time. He has a job waiting for him in the State 
of North Dakota when he is released and is sincerely repentant and wants 
to make full restitution. Commuted from four (4) to two (2) years, De- 
cember 28, 1951. 


WILLIAMS, CHARLES R. (Commutation)—Gallatin County; grand 
larceny; sentenced September 6, 1950. to a term of five (5) years. It ap- 
pears that he was wrongly charged. The Court, in fact. is on record with 
the statement that it is not at all satisfied with the sentence meted out in 
this case. Commuted to two years and six months (2 yrs. 6 mos.), Decem- 
ber 28, 1951. 


EVERY. JOHN FERGUSON (Commutation)—Yellowstone County; at- 
tempted robbery; sentenced March 14, 1950, to a term of four (4) years. 
No prior felony conviction: his institutional record has been excellent; has 
worked in the Prison as ofice bookkeeper. Commuted from four (4) years 
to three (8) years, December 28, 1951. 


GODFREY, JAMES G. (Commutation)—Yellowstone County; first de- 
gree burglary; sentenced March 17, 1949, to a term of five (5) years. He 
has a record of nine (9) years service with the U. S. Merchant Marine. It 
is his desire to make that his carer. Has a fine institutional record. Com- 
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muted from five (5) years to three (8) years and six (6) months, December 
25.1190, 


SCHNEIDER, GEORGE LOOM rab aoe ow eene County; crime 
of rape; sentenced December 9, 1949, to thirty-five (35) years. John Sauter 
was co-defendant, appealed to "Supreme Court from the conviction of judg- 
ment of said Court and was granted a new trial. John Sauter was com- 
pletely released and free of charge. Following opinion of Supreme Court 
sentence commuted to four (4) years. Approved January 29, 1952; served 
two (2) years. 


THEOBOLD, ORVILLE (Commutation)—Silver Bow County; crime of 
burglary; sentenced to eighteen (18) months August 3, 1951. He was merely 
an accomplice in the case and made no attempt to resist arrest and plead 
guilty to crime. Two daughters and aging mother are dependent on him 
for support. First-offender and institutional record has been very good. 
Sentence commuted from eighteen (18) months to ten (10) months. Ap- 
proved May 15, 1952. 


VINGE, HAROLD W. (Commutation)—Lake County; first degree burg- 
lary; sentenced March 14, 1950, to a term of ten (10) years. He was hon- 
orably discharged from the U. S. Navy with the rank of Chief Petty Officer, 
2/c; his Navy record is free of any disciplinary action and his civil record 
discloses no prior convictions. He is married and has four minor children, 
all of whom are compelled to rely wholly for care and subsistence upon 
the Welfare Department of Washington. He has been an earnest, hard- 
working citizen and was active in the Boy Scouts movement. Became asso- 
ciated with three persons of whose true character and criminal reputations 
he was unaware and consequently became involved in burglary and was 
later forced at gunpoint to escape with them. He has been assured im- 
mediate employment upon his release. Commuted from ten (10) to four 
years and six months (4 yrs. 6 mos.), June 10, 1952. 


GREEN, JACK (Commutation)—Cascade County; first degree burg- 
lary; sentenced April 4, 1950, to a term of four (4) years. He is a veteran of 
both Navy and Army, served 86 months overseas. He is married and has 
two minor children. He has played with the Prison baseball team and 
performs capably in a clerical capacity in the Prison office. He is assured 
of immediate employment upon release. Commuted from four (4) years 
to three (3) years, June 11, 1952. 


RUEDIN, CLARENCE (Commutation)—Missoula County; robbery; sen- 
tenced June 21, 1950, to a term of twelve (12) years. In company with two 
other youths was involved in the robbery while under the influence of 
alcohol. Court sentenced him and ordered the County Attorney to dis- 
miss the charges against the other two youths. From investigation there 
is sufficient evidence to show that he was not the instigator but merely 
an accomplice. A World War II veteran with an honorable discharge; is 
married and has a child who is cared for by his mother. Commuted from 
twelve (12) years to four (4) years, June 11, 1952. 


DUNCAN, CASSIUS T. (Commutation)—Lincoln County; grand lar- 
ceny; sentenced to ten (10) years December 27, 1948. A Navy veteran 
having served three years with honor and distinction, was cited for bravery 
and commended for heroic conduct. He was involved in this crime with a 
person whoce record discloses eight prior convictions. Even so, Duncan re- 
ceived the heavier sentence. Commuted to six (6) years, June 11, 1952. 


KNOWN, THOMAS WELL (Commutation)—Big Horn County; second 
degree assault; sentenced to five (5) years May 7, 1950. This is his first 
offense and he is eligible to parole. Considerable confusion and contradic- 
tion attended testimony given in the case and it appears not to have been 
definitely established whether Well Known or one of several accomplices 
was the guilty party. Has been a model prisoner. Commuted June 11, 
1952, to three years and six months (3 yrs. 6 mos.). 
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HERZET, JUNIOR PETE (Commutation)—Gallatin County; grand lar- 
ceny; sentenced April 7, 1950, to five (5) years. No prior convictions and 
is eligible to parole. He was young, and a series of adversities brought 
him into association with unsavory companions. It is not believed that 
justice will be served by further confinement. Commuted June 11, 1952, 
to three years, six months (3 yrs. 6 mos.). 


DANNER, DONALD J. (Commutation)—Park County; crime of rape; 
sentenced March 9, 1946, to sixteen (16) years. Offense was committed 
when Danner was young. Girl involved has since married and has estab- 
lished a home. Court and County Attorney has no objection to release. 
Has a good prison record. Commutation approved June 11, 1952. 


BAXTER, WILLIAM (Commutation)—Richland County; crime of rape; 
sentenced March 25, 1947, to term of twenty (20) years. Baxter has no 
prior convictions and is not a criminal nature. Service record was without 
disciplinary action of any kind. The girl has been married for several 
years and has a child. Baxter has learned his lesson and atoned for his 
crime. Commutation of twenty (20) years to ten (10) years. Approved 
June 11, 1952. 


MANCHAK, JOE (Commutation)—Glacier County; crime of first de- 
gree assault; sentenced February 20, 1952, to five (5) years. Manchak is 
a law abiding, respected citizen of Fort Shaw community. Has never been 
in previous trouble and was exasperated to the breaking point by acts of 
the man assaulted in trespass of his sheep. The man has sold his prop- 
erty and moved from the Sun River Valley. Court interposes no objection 
to commutation. Sentence commuted from five (5) years to six (6) 
months. Approved June 28, 1952. 


LOUGHMAN, LOUIS (Commutation)—Hill County; crime of using 
motor vehicle without consent of its owner; sentenced July 24, 1950. War- 
den informs me that Loughman’s institutional record is excellent and that 
he has from the time of his commitment enjoyed trusty status at the 
Prison, working in the Prison office. He has joined the Prison A. A. group 
and has participated enthusiastically in the educational program of that 
organization. His parents are now of advanced years. Sentence com- 
muted from five (5) years to three (8) years. Approved August 6, 1952. 


HAMMOCK, C. V. (Commutation)—Toole County; crime of grand lar- 
ceny; sentenced August 25, 1951, term of five (5) years. At time of ar- 
raignment County Attorney recommended suspended sentence, which the 
Court imposed. Hammock violated the terms of the suspension. Hammock 
is a veteran of Army service in World War II with honorable discharge. 
It appears that the ends of justice will not be served by further confine- 
ment. Sentence commuted from five (5) years to two (2) years. Disap- 
proved August 14, 1952. Approved September 2, 1952. 


BARETTE, ZELLA PEARL (Commutation)—Missoula County; De- 
cember 14, 1951; 8-year sentence for robbery. Record discloses no prior 
convictions. She has been a model prisoner and appears to have improved 
noticeably in demeanor and in attitude. Sentence commuted from three 
(3) to two (2) years. Approved August 14, 1952. 


BERG, BENNIE (Commutation)—Valley County; crime of forgery; 
sentenced June 6, 1950, for seven and one-half (742) years. At the time 
offense was committed Berg was having considerable marital difficulties. 
It appears that these difficulties were directly responsible for commis- 
sion of the act which resulted in conviction. The sentence seems to be 
unusually severe for such cases. Sentence commuted from seven and one- 
half (74%) years to three (3) years. Approved August 15, 1952. 


MORAN, LOUISE S. (Commutation of Jail Sentence)—Cascade Coun- 
ty Jail; issuing worthless checks; term of six (6) months in jail. County 
officials of Cascade County acquainted with Mrs. Moran, her home life, 
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and her family, have requested that she be granted clemency. Commuta- 
tion from six (6) months to three (3) months. Approved December 23, 
1952. 


MURPHY, WILLIAM PATRICK (Commutation)—Silver Bow County; 
robbery; sentenced to fifty (50) years June 22, 1946. Prison Physician and 
V. A. officials at Fort Harrison affirm that unless Murphy procures ex- 
pert treatment at an early date for his affliction he may permanently lose 
the sight of his eye. Commutation from fifty (50) years to fourteen and 
one-half (14%) years. Approved December 28, 1952. 


BROWN, PERRY L. (Commutation)—Gallatin County; crime of statu- 
tory rape; sentenced June 138, 1949 to term of fifteen (15) years. Due to 
letters on file, and he has employment awaiting him in the event of his 
release and return to Idaho, sentence commuted to six (6) years. Approved 
December 23, 1952. 


BROWN, FRANCIS E. (Commutation)—Big Horn County; grand lar- 
ceny; sentenced October 19, 1950, for a term of four (4) years. Incarcera- 
tion was due to theft of stock. President and officers of Big Horn County 
Stock Association interpose no objection to clemency being granted Brown. 
Has served two years and two months. His entire family is being taken 
care of by the Welfare Department. Commutation approved January 2, 
1958. 


IRVINE, JOSEPH V. (Commutation Denied)—Granite County; first 
degree burglary; sentenced March 380, 1949, to a term of five (5) years. 
Commutation order made by Governor disapproved by State Board of Par- 
dons on August 30, 1951. . 


WELLS, ALBERT, Jr. (Commutation Disapproved)—Cascade County; 
crime of robbery; sentenced May 26, 1950, to five (5) years. Wells was 
20 years of age at the time of this offense. He is a Marine Corps veteran, 
having served from September 1946 to September 1948, and received an 
honorable discharge. He is married and has two minor children. His 
family presently resides in Butte and since his incarceration they have 
relied wholly upon the State Welfare Department assistance for their 
care and support. Sentence commuted from five (5) years to three years 
and six months (3 yrs. 6 mos.). Disapproved August 14, 1952. 


SIMS, DEAN (Pardon Disapproved)—Fergus County; crime of writing 
fictitious checks; sentenced October 18, 1950, to a term of five (5) years. 
From investigation this youth appears to be easily influenced but does not 
possess criminal tendencies. Because of his family’s financial position the 
boy never had an opportunity to complete his education, but went to work 
at an early age. Selective Service officials inform me that provided he 
is granted a pardon, a requisite to permit his entrance into the Armed 
Forces, he will immediately be processed for induction. Disapproved Aug- 
gust 14591952. 


HOWARD, EDWARD L. (Commutation Disapproved)—Fergus County; 
crime of burglary; sentenced April 17, 1951, to three years and six months 
(34%). He is the result of a broken home, received only tenth grade edu- 
cation and roamed around following various types of work. Commutation 
ae and one-half (34%) years to two (2) years. Disapproved August 
14, ; 


TOOHEY, NELLIMAN (Commutation Disapproved)—Gallatin County; 
involuntary manslaughter; sentenced December 12, 1950, to eight (8) years. 
Toohey is father of two children; wife employed as waitress in order to 
care for children. A physical disorder has since compelled her to leave 
her employment. However, due to fifteen appearing at the hearing ob- 
jecting to Governor’s action and further history of the case, commutation 
was disapproved August 14, 1952. 
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CARSCADDEN, ROBERT H. (Commutation Disapproved)—Cascade 
County; first degree burglary; sentenced February 21, 1950, to five (5) 
years. He appears to have had marital difficulties which have resulted 
in his adopting bad habits. Does not appear to possess criminal tenden- 
cies. Due to evidence on file, commutation disapproved August 14, 1952. 


CORNELL, GASPER T. (Commutation Withdrawn)—Missoula County; 
crime of rape; sentenced to fifty (50) years November 2, 1950. Due to 
evidence introduced at the hearing the case was withdrawn by Governor 
at Executive Session. 


PARDONS 


OWENS, KENNETH W. (Pardon)—Cascade County; manslaughter; 
sentenced October 30, 1950. No prior convictions. 24 years old; first-of- 
fender; a member of Air Force police. An accident involving a car Owens 
was driving, in which James Kelly, 13, was killed. The Kelly boy was 
hitchhiking with Owens. Owens was not drunk at the time of the acci- 
dent. The Judge gave Owens a 3-year prison sentence because “Air 
Base personnel at that time were becoming involved in an increasing 
number of speeding and drunken-driving incidents and I felt that a stiff 
sentence would have a deterring effect upon others from committing similar 
offenses.” Fine family, and County officials recommend clemency. To be 
re-enlisted in Air Force. Commuted from three (3) years to one and one- 
half (1%) years. This commutation order was withdrawn on August 7, 
1951; then on November 17, 1952, a pardon was granted. 


ALEXANDER, JOHN (Pardon)—Yellowstone County; first degree 
burglary; sentenced to a term of two (2) years. No prior convictions; sen- 
tence was suspended. Became 18 years of age September 21, 1950, and wants 
to enlist in Armed Services. Behavior excellent during suspension, and 
pardon reccnmended by county authorities. It appears that Alexander was 
not the perpetrator of the crime, but was strongly influenced by an ac- 
complice, who received a 1-year sentence. Absolute pardon granted August 
28, 1951. 


BELDEN, WALTER (Pardon)—Yellowstone County; grand larceny; 
sentenced October 28, 1948, to a term of one (1) year, which was sus- 
pended. Belden was convicted of taking merchandise from a railroad wreck 
inside the limits of Billings. He is self-employed as a house mover in 
Billings and has several people in his employ. With the exception of this 
offense, Belden has no prior convictions and has the respect of all who 
know him. Absolute pardon granted August 13, 1951. 


BOLIN, JAMES E. (Pardon)—Fergus County; second degree burglary; 
sentenced March 4, 1931, to a term of five (5) years. Sentence was sus- 
pended. There appeared to be a shortage in funds in the passenger agent’s 
office at Lewistown. Bolin was 20 years of age at the time and it ap- 
pears doubtful that he could have been convicted had he stood trial. Bolin 
entered the Army in 1941 as an enlisted man and was commissioned in 
the Air Force, where he served as Public Information Officer. When Bolin 
applied for overseas asignment it was discovered that what he had be- 
lieved was a remission of the offense charged in 1931 was, in fact, a 
restoration of citizenship by Governor John Erickson. He chose to resign 
from the Air Corps rather than stand court martial. Bolin worked as a 
reporter on various newspapers, including the Lewistown Democrat, the 
Spokane Press, the Okanogan Independent and the Seattle PI. He was at 
this time a respected businessman in Seattle. His character, conduct and 
personal achievements since 1931 have won him respect and friendship of 
all who have been associated with him in every community in which he 
has resided. Absolute pardon granted November 28, 1951. 


SOUZA, WALTER D. (Pardon)—Cascade County; grand larceny; sen- 
tenced November 17, 1950, to a term of one (1) year. Released on parole 
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in May, 1951. Since returned to service with the Air Force. This airman 
has an honorable record of eight (8) years in the Armed Forces. Con- 
siderable doubt attended Souza’s involvement in the offense for which he 
was convicted. Since his release from Prison his commanding officer has 
accepted him back at his original station with the rank he held prior to 
his confinement. However, Souza’s re-enlistment cannot be made unless he 
is pardoned, and it appears that he is deserving of a pardon. Pardon 
granted November 28, 1951. 


TROTTIER, MAXINE (Pardon)—Phillips County; second degree as- 
sault; sentenced September 25, 1950, to a term of fifteen (15) months. Re- 
leased on parole May 10, 1951. Maxine is a part-Indian girl, 21 years of 
age, a high school graduate, who, before her incarceration had made plans 
to take training as a nurse. The State Indian Coordinator is exploring 
possibilities for her placement. Because of confusing testimony and the 
nature of the offense the sentence was extremely severe. The office of 
Coordinator of Indian Affairs has made a complete and unbiased investi- 
gation of this case and the case of this girl’s father and brother, and their 
findings are filed with these individual cases. The request in this case is 
for pardon, in order that this girl may continue her schooling. Pardon 
granted November 28, 1951. 


TROTTIER, EVERETT PAT (Pardon)—Phillips County; second degree 
assault; sentenced September 25, 1950, to a term of three (8) years. An 
Infantry veteran of World War II, served in combat zone many months and 
awarded Combat Infantry Badge. Following discharge he remained a mem- 
ber of the Reserve Corps. Became involved in the dispute which resulted 
in his being charged. The evening preceding the day he was scheduled to 
leave for Fort Ord, California, to report for active duty. His personal 
record in his community is without reproach, well liked and well thought 
of. It appeared that he had had several drinks and. administered a sound 
beating to a person whom he believed to be maligning his sister and his 
father. His sincere desire is to be permitted to return to the Army, and 
to do so he must furnish proof of full pardon. Pardon granted December 
Pils Vols 


SMOKING, WILLIAM STILL (Pardon)—Glacier County; first degree 
burglary; sentenced December 31, 1949; released on parole June 30, 1950. 
Evidence shows he was implicated with crime only in a small way but chose 
to suffer full responsibility rather than be informer. He wishes to join 
Armed Forces. Pardon approved February 15, 1952. 


TROTTIER, MAX (Pardon)-—Phillips County; second degree assault; 
sentenced September 22, 1950, to two and one-half (2%) years. Witnesses 
to the assault have testified and a personal investigation by Coordinator of 
Indian Affairs has revealed that Max Trottier played little or no part in 
the offense which was committed. In order that Trottier may not be fur- 
ther penalized and may encounter no difficulty in resuming his normal 
pursuits, pardon was granted. Approved March 21, 1952. 


FURST, HELEN (Pardon)—Sheridan County; forgery; sentenced Feb- 
ruary 17, 1948, to one (1) year. Informed Mrs. Furst has conducted her- 
self in exemplary fashion and there is no evidence to show she could not 
have been mentally disturbed and not in possession of her faculties at 
the time. Pardon approved March 21, 1952. 


CHRISTOPHERSON, OLEK (Pardon)—Hill County; first degree as- 
sault; sentenced January 25, 1940, to five (5) years. Released on parole 
July 24, 1942. Many extenuating circumstances appeared in his favor. Since 
release he has led an exemplary life; was restored to membership of Blue 
Lodge, Scottish Rite and Shrine, and bears a fine reputation. Has applied 
to Federal Government for position, and in order to obtain same must have 
record clear. Pardon approved May 1, 1952. 
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VASQUEZ, ANTONIO (Pardon)—Silver Bow County; crime of petit 
larceny; sentenced January 16, 1939, to a term of four (4) months, in 
Silver Bow County Jail. Informed that in event Vasquez does not obtain 
a pardon from the State of Montana for offense heretofore mentioned he 
is liable to deportation to Mexico by immigration authorities, since he is 
not a citizen. He will apply immediately for citizenship if a pardon is 
granted. Since 1989 Vasquez has conducted himself at all times as an 
exemplary citizen. He is gainfully employed in the city of East Chicago, 
where he lives with his wife and helpless cripple suffering from poliomye- 
litis, his young daughter, both of whom rely wholly upon his care and 
support. Pardon Approved June 10, 1952. 


SOUHRADA, ROBERT J. (Pardon)—Big Horn County; crime of man- 
slaughter; sentenced April 26, 1949, to serve a term of one and one-half 
(1%) years. Released on parole January 25, 1950. Since termination of 
sentence applicant has married and is father of child. Souhrada has also 
graduated from Montana State University and conducted himself in an 
exemplary manner. He is now seeking suitable employment in order that 
he may support and care for his family and assume his rightful place in 
society, and it is not likely that favorable consideration would be given 
to one seeking employment in the education field with a past prison record. 
Pardon granted July 9, 1952. 


JOHNSON, MILO A. (Pardon)—Yellowstone County; crime of grand 
larceny; sentenced August 28, 1948, to serve a term of eighteen (18) months. 
Released on parole from the Prison May 24, 1949. Johnson plead guilty; 
was associating at the time with rough companions who induced him to 
take a car without consent of the owner in order that the group could 
take a joyride. Johnson is seeking to enlist in the Armed Forces but is 
prevented from doing so by reason of his felony conviction. The court does 
not interpose objection to clemency being granted in Johnson’s behalf. 
Pardon granted July, 1952. - 


OWENS, KENNETH (Pardon)—Cascade County; crime of manslaugh- 
ter; sentenced October 30, 1950, to three (3) years. Granted parole April 
29, 1952. At time of conviction Owens was a member of the Armed Forces 
stationed at Great Falls Air Base. Wished pardon to re-enter Armed 
Forces. Pardon granted November 17, 1952. 


CONDITIONAL PARDON REVOKED BY GOVERNOR 


GILBERT, CALVIN—Hill County; uttering a false and worthless check; 
a felony; sentenced March 18, 1949, to six (6) years. Conditional pardon 
granted December 16, 1949; conditional pardon revoked August 31, 1951. 


Moved by Senator Worden, duly seconded and carried, that the report 
of the Governor on Commutations and Pardons be considered, read at length 
and filed.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The Commission on Reorganization of State Government submitted the 
following report: 


January 18, 1953. 


The Honorable George M. Gosman 
President, Senate of the State of Montana 
Helena, Montana. 


Dear Mr. President: 


We have the honor to transmit herewith the report of the Commission 
on Reorganization of State Government. The Commission was created by 
Chapter 185, Laws of 1951. 


The report is the result of some 24 meetings of the Commission. Most 
of these meetings were for three days each, although some were held over 
longer periods of time. Task forces of private citizens functioned for the 
commission in certain areas of government, and they also held numerous 
meetings. 


State officers and employees cooperated fully in the many calls made 
upon them for information and counsel by commission and task force 
members. The cooperation and support of Governor John W. Bonner was 
deeply appreciated. 
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Section 1 of Chapter 185, Laws of 1951 set out the task of the com- 
mission in the following terms: 


“Section 1. It is the purpose of this act to provide for a thorough, 
complete and constructive study and review of the entire organization and 
structure of state government in Montana and of every department, institu- 
tion, board and other agency of the state government and the functions 
thereof for purpose of developing and recommending a program of improve- 
ment and economy which will promote efficiency in the cperation of state 
government; to review and analyze the various activities, functions, depart- 
ments and boards of the state government and recommend the consolida- 
tion, reorganization or abolishment of those not deemed essential to the 
wel‘are of the people of the state.” 


The commission held closely to the purpose of its parent statute. It 
did not from the start conceive of itself as an investigating committee, 
and the approach to problems of state government has been a non-partisan 
one throughout. It is our hope that further considerations of this nature 
will be conducted on the same basis. 


Inevitably certain areas of government have not received the attention 
they deserve, due to limitations of time and staff. 


The Commission wishes to acknowledge its gratitude to those private 
citizens who constituted task fcrces in certain areas of study. 


Their names will appear in the chapters covering their subject matter. 


The Commission also acknowledges its gratitude to its executive 
director, Mr. Frederick B. Gillette for his able and faithful services, and 
to the many citizens of Montana who expressed so much interest and 
support toward the work of the Commission. 


The Commission took advantage of the fine work done in other states 
as such work had application to Montana’s problems, but the report, as it 
must be, is fitted to the particular needs of our own state. 


It is our sincere belief that this work has been worth the effort. We 
believe that recommendations of the Commission will result in better 
service and greater economy in the operations of state government. It 
has been a privilege to particivnate in work that can be of value to the 
people of Montana, and it is cur earnest hope that the recommendations 
in this report will merit your support.

Mr. President: We, your Committee on Highways and Transportation 
having had under consideration Senate Bill No. 5 respectfully report as 
follows: That Senate Bill No. 5 be amended as follows: 


Amend section 2 in line 7, page 2 of the printed bill by inserting the 
word “and” following the word “surveys” and by striking out in lines 7 
and 8 the words ‘“‘assistance and supplies deemed necessary by the author- 
ity shall be”. 


Amend line 9, page 2 of the printed bill by striking out the period “.” 
following the word “Commission” and inserting a comma “,” followed by 
the words “shall be deemed fully repaid when such toll bridge becomes a 
free public bridge as provided in section 8 hereof”. 


Amend section 4 by adding in line 1, page 2 of the printed bill the 
figure one “(1)” in parenthesis immediately preceding the word, “When- 
ever’, and further amend said section 4 by adding at the end thereof the 
following additional paragraphs: 


(2) No toll bridge shall be authorized or constructed over or across 
any stream within a distance of fifty (50) miles on either side of any free 
public bridge now existing upon said stream, unless and until there shall 
first have been filed with the Authority a petition requesting the construc- 
tion of such toll bridge, signed by not less than twenty (20) per cent of 
the taxpaying freeholders whose names appear on the last completed assess- 
ment roll of the county wherein such toll bridge is proposed to be con- 
structed, or, if the same is to be located upon a stream at a point where 
such stream constitutes the boundary between two counties, then such 
petition shall be signed by not less than twenty per cent (20%) of the 
taxpaying freeholders whose names appear on the last completed assess- 
‘ment roll of both of said counties. 
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(3) Such petition or petitions shall contain a statement showing the 
location of the proposed toll bridge and the location of all free public 
bridges existing upon the same stream within a distance of fifty (50) 
miles of such proposed toll bridge, and shall further contain a concise 
statement of facts showing that the construction of such toll bridge is 
necessary, advantageous and practicable. Several petitions identical in 
form may be circulated, and after being signed there shall be attached 
thereto an affidavit of the person circulating the same to the effect that 
the signatures are genuine and that the signers knew the contents thereof 
at the time of signing the same. All petitions from each county shall be 
attached together so as to form a single petition before being filed with 
the Authority, and such petition shall have attached thereto a certificate 
of the County Clerk and Recorder showing whether or not the same has 
been signed by twenty (20) per cent or more of the taxpaying freeholders 
whose names appear on the last completed assessment roll of such county, 
and such petition shall thereupon be transmitted by said County Clerk 
and Recorder to the Authority. The members of the Authority shall meet 
and consider such petition within thirty (80) days after the filing thereof. 
The Authority shall be the sole judge of the sufficiency of the petition 
and its findings shall be conclusive in favor of the innocent holder of bonds 
issued by reason of the presentation of such petition. If it is found that 
the petition bears the requisite number of signatures and is in proper 
form, and if the Authority shall further find and determine that the con- 
struction of the proposed toll bridge is necessary, advantageous and prac- 
ticable, the. Authority shall adopt a resolution making such finding and 
determination and containing the estimates and data hereinbefore provided 
for in sub-section one (1) of this section.” 


Amend sub-section 4 of section 5. page 4, line 37 of the printed bill 
by striking out the word “in” and insert in lieu thereof the word “of”.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE 
HONORABLE EDWARD DONLAN 


WHEREAS, it is with sincere sorrow that the members of the Thirty- 
third Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana record the passing of 
Edward Donlan of Missoula, Montana, a former member of this Body, and 


WHEREAS, it is proper and fitting that the record and accomplish- 
ments of the late Senator be placed on record in this Assembly. The follow- 
ing facts relative to his career are hereby noted: 
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Senator Edward Donlan was born in Chapeau, Quebec, Canada, July 28, 
1867. He worked as a youth in the woods of that area and at the age of 
eighteen came to the United States. After five years in various other 
parts of the west he arrived in Montana and in 1890 he came to Missoula. 
Mr. Donlan started his own sawmill in 1905 and until his death was engaged 
in that business and in the business of ranching near Frenchtown. It was 
due mostly to his efforts that irrigation in the Frenchtown area was de- 
veloped, which brought about five thousand acres under irrigation. 


Mr. Donlan was a member of the Republican party and served the 
State of Montana in the House of Representatives during the Seventh 
Session in 1901 and in the Senate during the Eighth to Thirteenth Sessions, 
from 1903 to 1913, and the Sixteenth and Seventeenth Sessions, 1919 to 
1921. He was a member of the Catholic Church and also a life member 
of Hellgate Lodge No. 883, Benevolent and Protective Order of Elks. 


Senator Edward Donlan died May 2, 1952 in Missoula and is survived 
by a son, Arthur Donlan of Frenchtown, Montana, a son, Maurice Donlan 
of Buffalo, New York, a brother, Thomas Donlan of Pittsburg, California, 
two sisters, Mrs. Theodore Bedard of Missoula and Mrs. James Spottswood 
of Pembroke, Ontario, five grandchildren and two great-grandchildren. Mr. 
Donlan’s wife, the former Josephine Tickler, preceded him in death. 


Friendliness, initiative and resourcefulness attained happy balance 
in the character of the Honorable Edward Donlan. To a charming per- 
sonality was added an ability which had rendered valuable service to 
country, state and community and had won respect and esteem in numerous 
contacts of business, fraternal and social life. In his passing, the State of 
Montana, as well as the community in which he lived, has lost a most 
valuable and outstanding citizen:

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF. THE 
HONORABLE W. 8S. HALEY 


It is with sincere sorrow that the members of the Thirty-third Legisla- 
tive Assembly of the State of Montana record the passing of W. S. Haley 
of Terry, Montana, a former member of this body. 


Senator Haley was a member of the Republican party and was ap- 
pointed Senator from Prairie County upon its creation in 1915 and served 
two succeeding terms of four years each. 


While serving in the Senate as President pro tem, due to the absence 
of the Governor and Lieutenant Governor, he was acting Governor of Mon- 
tana for a few days. 


William Stanton Haley, the son of Shelby Stanton and Isabelle Balls 
Haley, was born at Mt. Moriah, Mo. on March 24, 1868. His early youth 
was spent in Missouri and he later drifted north into western South Dakota. 
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In 1893 he walked into Montana and worked for about a year on the 
LXBar ranch. This ranch was on Sandstone somewhere in the vicinity of 
the present town of Mildred. He then worked with three other men as a 
farm hand for a John Laney of Miles City. 


On June 19, 1895, he was married at Glendive to Ina B. Higgins. This 
same year he formed a partnership with a man by the name of Waddington 
and they named the firm Haley & Waddington. This partnership, however, 
was of short duration and in 1897 he returned with his wife to lowa where 
they remained about a year with her parents. In September, after a stay 
of about a year in Iowa, he came back to what is now Prairie county and 
bought the Watkins ranch which was on Sandstone. Soon after he located 
north of Terry and operated his ranch in partnership with his brother 
C. W. “Wes” Haley until his retirement in 1945. Since that time he had 
lived in Terry. 


W. S. Haley was also an active Mason, being a member of the Terry 
Masonic Lodge and Royal Arch Masons, the Knights Templar Lodge of 
Glendive and Algeria Shrine of Helena. He was both a York Rite and 
Scottish Rite Shriner. 


Survivors of the deceased include two brothers, C. W. Haley of Terry 
and Thomas H. Haley of Raymond, Wash., two sisters, Mary Cochran and 
Anna Fouts of Concordia, Kan., and many friends. He was preceded in 
death by his wife. 


Ever steadfast in his convictions, his outstanding trait was his un- 
failing response to the demands of friendship. In his passing, the State 
of Montana as well as the community in which he lived has lost: a most 
valuable and outstanding citizen.

WHEREAS, death has taken from among us Honorable Edward Richard | 
Roehl, former member of this body from Fergus County, and 


WHEREAS, it is with sincere grief that the members of the Thirty- 
third Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana record the passing of 
the late Senator Edward Richard Roehl of Lewistown. | 


Senator Edward Richard Roehl was born December 28, 1885, at Friend, 
Nebraska, and he arrived in Montana to begin a long and useful life in his 
adopted state in March, 1912. Prior to that time he obtained his education 
a areas Nebraska, High School and the York Business College in 

ebraska. 


_For many years, beginning in 1912, he was engaged in the automobile 
business in Lewistown. He also operated ranches in the Judith Mountains 
and near Moore. His long recoord as a successful and respected automobile 
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dealer was honored in 1939, when he was designated one of the three auto 
dealers in the nation with the longest record of business in that field. 


Senator Roehl became active in Republican politics and was elected 
in 1919 as an alderman in Lewistown, his first political success. He was re- 
elected in 1921 and served until 1923. In 1939 he was elected to the Mon- 
tana House of Representatives and he served in the House again in 1941. 


He added to this active career in public affairs by gaining election to 
the office of Mayor of the city of Lewistown in 1942, and holding that 
important civic position until 1950. 


During this term of municipal service, he completed arrangements for 
a new traffic by-pass, for new lighting of the entire city, for a new dam 
and he devoted much time and effort to improving the city; and to bringing 
additions to it. 


Senator Roehl was elected in 1950 to a Senate seat, and he was a 
member of the 1951 session, although ill health prevented him from attend- 
ing the sessions. This illness resulted in his death on August 15, 1951, 
at the age of 66. 


On February 14, 1912, at Crete, Nebraska, Senator Roehl was married 
to Myrna Aller, who was taken by death in 1925. On July 14, 1928, in 
Great Falls he was married to Emma Elizabeth Wilson. 


Senator Roehl is survived by his widow, Emma Roehl, a son, Richard 
Dean Roehl of Lewistown, two daughters, Mrs. Louis Dousman of Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin, and Mrs. C. M. Conley of Stillwater, Oklahoma; one 
brother, Frank A. Roehl of Lincoln, Nebraska; one sister, Mrs. A. B. Hayes 
of Red Oak, Iowa; and five grandchildren, Michael and Richard Dousman, 
Candace Lee and Tom Roehl Conley and Patty Roehl. 


Senator Roehl was a devout member of the Christian Science Church, 
and was a faithful member of the Masonic Lodge, of the Shrine, Elks and 
Eagles lodges. 


His wise counsel, so freely given and based on his wide experience and 
sound judgment, will be missed by all those with whom he associated. His 
energies and his devotion to his community, his state and to his family 
endeared him to all. 


His memory, therefore, is enshrined in the hearts of his friends and 
associates and will live for many years.

He was a member of the Modern Woodmen, the Elks and the 
Masonic fraternities. He was a member of the Cemetery. Board from its 
inception, and at the time of his death was the president of the Old Settlers 
Association. 


Surviving are his wife, Julia; daughter, Mrs. John Williams, and 
brother, Conrad, all of Sidney.

Senator Maddox was born September 29, 1885, at Coffeen, Illinois, | 








a son of Mr. and Mrs. Wilson Maddox. Prior to World War I he served as | 
judge of the circuit court of the State of Illinois at Litchfield, and also | 


as juvenile court judge in Chicago. 


On December 25, 1917, at Richmond, Virginia, he married Ola B. Oller, | 
a daughter of Judge Amos Oller of Litchfield. During World War I, Mr. | 
Maddox served as a captain in the infantry, and was honorably discharged | 


at Camp Lee, Virginia, in March, 1919, and he and Mrs. Maddox came to 


Hardin, where Mr. Maddox entered the practice of law in the firm of 


Guinn and Maddox. 


In addition to practicing law throughout the years since coming to | 


Hardin, Mr. Maddox also served as Senator from Big Horn County in the 
state legislature from 1940 to 1944. He was a member of the Congrega- 


tional church of Hardin, a member of Sts. John Lodge No. 92, A. F. & | 
A. M., the Shrine in Billings, the Consistory at Springfield, Illinois, and a | 
member and past commander of Hardin Post No. 8 of the American Legion. | 


Mr. Maddox was a past exalted ruler of B. P. O. E. at Litchfield, | 
Illinois, a member of the Hardin Lodge I. O. O. F., and the Hardin Lions © 
Club. He was vice-president of the Campbell Farming Corporation, a — 
member of the Yellowstone Bar Association and the Montana Bar Associa- | 
tion. He was also a past chairman of the State Republican Central Com- — 
mittee and was active in county Republican politics as well as local civic | 
and welfare affairs. At the time of his death Mr. Maddox was serving | 
as president of the board of trustees of the Big Horn County Community | 


Hospital. He was also city attorney of the city of Hardin. 


Dan W. Maddox, 66, passed away at a Billings hospital October 16, 
1951, of a heart attack. He had been in ill health for some time but suf- 
fered an attack only three days previously and was taken to the Billings 
hospital. 


The sudden and unexpected death of Dan Maddox of Hardin was a 
great shock to his hundreds of friends throughout Eastern Montana and 
in many other sections of the state where he was well, and always favor- 
ably known. His varied activities during an extended residence in Montana 
included a leading participation in the political affairs of the state. His 
acquaintance was broadened during a campaign for Congress in the Second 
District on the Republican ticket, and as chairman of the Republican State 
Committee. His services had always been at the command of his party of 
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which he had long been a recognized leader. He will be best and longest 
remembered by those who knew him for his geniality of spirit and ability 
to deserve, make and hold friends. His passing is a distinct loss to Big 
Horn County, of which he was so long a constructive factor in all matters 
affecting the welfare of his community.

Delbert Fewkes was born in Albion, Illinois, October 5, 1886. After 
attending business college he was married on December 2, 1914 to Myrtle 
Knowd in Spokane, from where they moved that year to Troy, Montana. 
Here Mr. Fewkes established and operated a general merchandise store 
now known as the Troy Trading Company. 


Mr. Fewkes was very active in community affairs, and contributed 
much time and leadership to organizations of western Lincoln County. He 
served as Master of the Masonic Lodge at Troy, was a Shriner, and was a 
member of the Order of the Eastern Star in Troy. 


Elected to represent Lincoln County in the State Legislature, Mr. 
Fewkes served in the House during the 1941 and 1943 Sessions. Appointed 
in 19438 to fill a vacancy in the office of Senator from Lincoln County 
caused by the death of Senator Morris D. Rowland, he was subsequently 
elected to that of ice and served in the Senate during the 1945, 1947, 
and 1949 Sessions. 


Forced by ill health to retire from active business and political life, 
Mr. Fewkes passed away at Scott City, Kansas, April 25, 1951. Left to 
mourn his passing were his wife, Myrtle of Troy; two daughters, Mrs. 
Lura Hutton of Spokane and Mrs. Rhea Anderson of Libby; three grand- 
children; and one sister. Mrs. Ira Gines of Bonners Ferry, Idaho. A third 
daughter, Jane, preceded him in death.

Senator Cotter was born March 14, 1885 at Townsend, Montana, the 
eldest child of Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Cotter, pioneers of the valley. He at- 
tended the local schools and was a member of the first graduating class 
of the newly organized Broadwater County High School. The first class of 
five graduated in 1904. He graduated from the University of Montana at 
Missoula with a B. A. degree and later graduated from the Columbia Uni- 
versity Law School in 1910. 


That year he was elected County Attorney of Broadwater County, 
launching him on a political career that later found him the choice of 
Broadwater voters to represent them as a State Representative in the 
Legislature, where he served one term.

Coommission; Assistant Attorney General under W. D. Rankin and also 
in the State "Auditor’s Office. 


In 1985 he was elected as State Senator from Broadwater County, 
where he served for two terms. Senator Cotter sponsored the bill establish- 
ing the State Highway Patrol. 


Senator Cotter was a Republican in political circles and fraternally a 
member of Sigma Chi. During his entire life he was very much interested 
in the mining industry. : 


In 1915 he was married to Rae Tierney, who preceded him in death 
in 1920. 


Survivors include two brothers Wm. T. Cotter of Canton, Montana, 
and John Cotter of Whittier, California and a sister, Mrs. May Soberanes 
of Los Angeles, California.

His activities as a citizen, after 
his education had been acquired, led from a cowboy, as a young man, to 
the management of one of the largest cattle companies in the country 
during the days of the open range and when the homesteader and hard 
winters put the ranging of cattle on a losing basis, he became interested 
in other pursuits, such as ranching, merchandising, newspapers, banking. 
Perhaps the theater business was the enterprise nearest his heart. At the 
time of his death he owned several show houses in Montana and likewise 
in Colorado. His entire life was colorful, busy and interesting. His great 
faith in Montana never dimmed and that faith, coupled with his great 
courage, his untiring energy and his keen wit were an inspiration to many 
who otherwise might have become discouraged and disheartened. 


Volumes could be written about the fine qualities of generosity, kind- 
ness and helpfulness of John Survant. As a member of this body his 
judgment was always sought and he did much to help, by counsel and by 
his own individual efforts, to bring about the development of Northern 
Montana where for more than a half century he made his home. 


He scattered flowers along life’s pathway and did unto others as he 
would they would do unto him.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE LIFE AND DEATH OF 
WILLIAM P. SULLIVAN 


The Members of the State Senate of the Thirty-third Legislative As- © 
sembly of Montana deeply regret the passing from this life, on October 4, 
1952, of William P. Sullivan, former member of the State Senate. 


Senator Sullivan was born on a farm near Freeport, Illinois on April 
10, 1873 where he spent his boyhood. The four years prior to leaving 
Illinois he attended business school at Dixon, Illinois. 


In 1898 he left home bound for the gold fields of Alaska but stopped 
off at Fort Benton, Montana, to earn money enough to continue his trip. 
He found employment with McLeish Bros. at one of their lambing camps. 
As he was about to resume his trip to Alaska he was persuaded to take a 
job with the Milner Cattle Company of Square Butte where he remained 
for twenty-six years, becoming the foreman of the outfit. In 1924, after 
the death of the owner, M. D. Milner, he acquired the property which he 
greatly expanded during the remaining portion of his life. 


He was married at Cedar Rapids, Iowa, October 25, 1911, to Miss 
Irmengard Hass who passed away in 1985 after an illness of more than 
fifteen years. 


Senator Sullivan preferred to be called “Bill”. By that name he was 
always known. 
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Being a lover of wildlife he set aside a large portion of his ranch as 
a game refuge, thus furnishing range for over a thousand head of antelope. 
Just before his death he made an 8,000 mile trip with Dr. H. C. Gardner 
of Anaconda, touring Africa by car, hunting big game with his camera. 


Besides his large ranching operations he was president of the Stock- 
man’s National Bank of Fort Benton and he was also a Director of the 
Federal Reserve Bank. 


Politically Bill Sullivan was a Democrat serving on the Board of 
County Commissioners of Chouteau, twice by appointment, upon the death 
of Senator V. F. Blankenbaker, he was appointed to serve as a member of 
the State Senate in the Twenty-fifth Session, filling out his unexpired term. 
In 1984 he was chosen chairman of the State Fish and Game Commission 
of which he was a member from 1932 to 1935. In 1946 and 1947 he served 
as president of the Montana Stockgrowers Association. 


Senator Sullivan was, in the conduct of his business, his political 
affairs and most especially in the tender care of his invalid wife, a man 
of great tenderness and compassion. All who knew him grieved his 
passing.

Such payments shall be made during the time said 
commission is in existence. Producers thereof shall make such payment 
on each and every barrel of crude petroleum and each ten thousand cubic 
feet of natural gas produced for themselves as well as for others including 
royalty holders and shall be reimbursed for such payments made on crude 
oil and natural gas produced for others in the same manner as they are 
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reimbursed for net proceeds tax paid on crude petroleum or natural gas 
produced for others as provided for in Section 84-5409, Revised Codes of 
Montana. 


In addition to the above required payments, any owner drilling a well, 
before commencement of the drilling of said well, shall secure from the 
Commission a drilling permit and shall be charged for said period as fol- 
lows: all the new wells to depths of thirty-five hundred (38,500) feet or 
less, twenty-five dollars ($25.00); from thirty-five hundred and one (8,501) 
feet to seven thousand (7,000) feet, fifty dollars ($50.00); seven thousand 
and one (7,001) feet and over, one hundred dollars ($100.00). Provided 
further that any well hereafter drilled, deemed by the Commission to be 
a “wildcat” well, shall incur an additional charge of fifty dollars ($50.00) 
over and above the aforementioned drilling permit fee.” And

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
The following Resolution was received and read: 


Senate Resolution No. 1, introduced by the Committee on Labor and 
Compensation: A resolution providing for the appointment of an interim 
Committee to be known as the “Occupational Disease Committee” to study 
the question of occupational disease, to meet with labor and management 
for the purpose of obtaining full and detailed information concerning 
occupational disease, and to make such recommendations to the Thirty- 
fourth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana of 1955, as the facts 
warrant and the Committee deems advisable. 


WHEREAS, the subject of occupational disease has long been a topic 
of discussion and much proposed legislation has been offered; and 


WHEREAS, the question of occupational disease has heretofore been 
obscured by the discussion of silicosis with the result that no satisfactory 
answer has been made or given as to whether or not any problem requiring 
legislation exists in Montana; and 


WHEREAS, an unsuccessful attempt was made to initiate an occupa- 
tional disease measure in 1952; and 


WHEREAS, two bills have been introduced in the Senate at this Ses- 
sion of the Legislature relating to the question of occupational disease, 
which bills have been referred to a Sub-committee of the Committee on 
Labor and Compensation with instructions to reconcile the appropriate 
features of said bills so as to propose suitable legislation; and 


WHEREAS, the Sub-committee has made a detailed study of the bills 
proposed and has attempted to draft legislation in the form of a substitute 
bill which will combine the salient features of said bills. The Sub-committee, 
however, has determined that the question is too broad and complicated 
for drafting a suitable bill at this late date, and if suitable and adequate 
law involving occupational disease is to be enacted, it is necessary that 
a more detailed study of the question be made; and 
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WHEREAS, the Sub-committee believes and has recommended to the 
Committee on Labor and Compensation that in order to determine whether 
or not a question of occupational disease exists in Montana, an Interim 
Committee should be appointed with instructions to make a complete study 
of the various questions concerning the subject of occupational disease; and 


WHEREAS, if said Committee deems legislation relating to the ques- 
tion of occupational disease necessary, it shall prepare and submit suitable 
legislation to the next Legislative Assembly; and 


WHEREAS, in making its study the Committee should consult with 
labor and management and attempt to reach a reasonable, satisfactory and 
understandable solution of the question of occupational disease if the same 
exists in Montana; and 


WHEREAS, if it is the opinion of said Committee that there is a ques- 
tion of occupational disease in Montana which requires legislation, it is the 
opinion and belief of your Committee that any legislation proposed to the 
Legislature should provide for medical examinations, suitable waiver 
clauses and joint contributions by employer and employee; that occupa- 
tional disease is not and cannot be one of industrial accident for the reason 
that occupational disease can be acquired off as well as on the job, but the 
act should be administered by the Industrial Accident Board with a separate 


fund to be created for occupational disease, with corresponding separate 


rates and classifications: 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that an Interim Committee 
to be known as the “Occupational Disease Committee” consisting of three 
(3) members from the Senate who shall be appointed by the President of 
the Senate to make a study of the question of occupational disease, said 
Committee to report to the Thirty-fourth Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Montana in 1955, the results of its study; if the Committee finds 
that a question of occupational disease exists in Montana which requires 
legislation it shall then recommend proposed legislation suitable to meet 
the question of occupational disease as it may find exists; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that if there should be any unappro- 
priated moneys in the General Fund, the members of said Committee shall 
be reimbursed therefrom by the Thirty-fourth Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Montana of 1955 the actual moneys expended in performance of 
their duties pursuant hereto. 


Senator Winters moved that the foregoing Resolution be adopted. 
Motion duly seconded. 


As a substitute motion, Senator Ettien moved that consideration of 
Senate Resolution No. 1 be passed for the day. Motion duly seconded 
and lost. 


The question then arose on the original motion of Senator Winters, 
which motion carried, and the Resolution was adopted.

Gentlemen: 


The State Highway Commission in a Special meeting held on January 
29, 30 and 31, 19538, and after joining in conference with the Governor, 
Senate Highways and Transportation Committee, the House Committee 
on Highways and Highway Transportation and the Executive Committee 
of the Governor’s Highway Finance Interim Committee reviewed the status 
of Highway Department finances and felt that, as members of the State 
Highway Commission, they would be derelict in their duties if they did 
not acquaint the members of the Thirty-third Legislative Assembly with 
the facts and figures relating to highway maintenance and construction for 
the next two years. 


The uppermost consideration that the Highway Commission has is to 
economize in its operations. It is the opinion and hope of the Commission 
that if they demonstrate to the people that the maximum value is received 
for every dollar expended for highway purposes that the people, through 
their elected representatives and senators, will support the Commission in 
its efforts to finance and achieve an adequate highway system. 


The Comimssion does not presume to tell the Legislature what to do or 
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to assume a dictatorial position but it does stand ready and willing to 
supply data and information and to assist the members of the Legislature 
in every way in their endeavor to solve the highway problem. It has been 
estimated by competent engineering authority, that over 300 miles of pri- 
mary highway in the state are wearing out each year and records show 
that less than 200 miles are being reconstructed. In addition to the prob- 
lem of providing an adequate primary highway system the Commission is 
keenly aware of the necessity to go forward with an accelerated secondary 
road program and not jeopardize in any way the development of the rural 
areas of the state. Under present conditions the State of Montana, insofar 
as highway construction and reconstruction is concerned, is in the same 
position as the proverbial frog who attempted to get out of a well by 
jumping upward two feet every day and then slipping back three feet. What 
are we as Montanans going to do—recognize the problem, or ignore it? 


The attached statement, and explanatory notes, relate to the esti- 
mated receipts and expenditures for the period beginning January 1, 1953 
and ending June 30, 1955.

The above analysis will not correspond to previous statement sub- 
mitted since we are now taking credit for a previously undetermined cash 
balance of $436,060.00 and are including in the anticipated revenues an in- 
crease during the next two years of $500,000.00 annually in the Motor Fuel 
Tax Receipts, and of $50,000.00 annually in the Gross Vehicle Weight Tax 
Receipts over and above the anticipated revenues previously considered. We 
have also estimated that Maintenance Expenditures can be decreased by 
exercising strict economy to the extent of aproximately $445,000.00 per 
year for the next two fiscal years. State revenues shown do not include 
credits for planned tightening of the Gasoline Refunds, nor for any addi- 
tional revenues which may be provided by legislative measures now pend- 
ing. 


The additional state money required to match the full amount of Fed- 
eral Aid available for the period January 1, 1953 to June 30, 1955, and to 
thus provide a matched road program for the two and a half year period in 
the amount of $46,772,110.00, or $11,157,510.00 greater than could other- 
wise be provided, is $4,511,980.00, as noted in the above tabulation. 


Of the additional $4,511,980.00 which would be required, it is estimated 
that $2,250,000.00 could be provided from a one-half cent increase in the 
motor fuel tax, effective April 1, 1953, in accordance with a legislative 
bill which the State Highway Commission has respectfully requested the 
Legislature to introduce and consider. 


If the one-half cent increase in the motor fuel tax is favorably con- 
sidered and enacted into law by the Legislature, as proposed, there would 
still remain $2,261,980.00 which would have to be provided by the Legis- 
lature from other sources for the period ending June 380, 1955. This 
$2,261,980.00 would have to be provided through the tightening of the 
motor fuel tax refund laws, by increasing gross vehicle weight taxes, 
and by other pending and proposed legislation.

Charles N. Burgess was born in Williamstown, Missouri, December 
22, 1871. He moved to Montana in 1908 and purchased a ranch in Broad- 
water County, which he operated for many years. After disposing of his 
ranching interests he was appointed state boiler inspector, which appoint- 
ment he held for a number of years. He was elected to the state legislature 
on the Democratic ticket and served in the senate from Broadwater County 
during the sessions of 1919 and 1921. He was a past master of Valley 
Lodge No. 21, A. F. & A. M., and a member of Algeria Shrine. 


Senator Burgess died in Ontario, California on March 7th, 1952, and 
is survived by his wife, Effie Hardy Burgess, and a niece, Mrs. Clinton 
Hollins.

| Shall be liable for a death benefit, which if there is a surviving wife or 
surviving children under eighteen (18) years of age, shall be paid in 


| monthly installments and to the surviving wife and children as presented 


therein; otherwise such death benefit shall be paid to his estate, or to 
such person having an insurable interest in his life as he has nominated 
by written designation duly executed and filed with the retirement board; 


provided, however, that death benefits shall not be payable to the bene- 
-ficiary of a member who (a) has elected a lesser optional retirement allow- 


ance as provided in section 68-1005, as amended, Revised Codes of Mon- 
tana, 1947, or (b) who has received a disability retirement allowance as 
provided for in paragraphs (i) through (1) of Section 68-901, Revised 
Codes of Montana, 1947, as amended, for a period of four (4) months 
immediately preceding death. Such death benefit shall consist of: 


(a) His accumulated contributions, and in addition thereto, 


(b) An amount, provided from contributions by the state, or by a 
contracting city, which shall be equal to one-twelfth (1/12th) of the 
annual compensation earnable by the deceased during the twelve (12) 
months immediately preceding his death, multiplied by the number of com- 
pleted years of service under the system, but not to exceed fifty (50) per 
centum of such compensation. 


(c) A member, or a beneficiary after death of a member, may elect, 
by written designation, duly executed and filed with the board of admin- 
istration to have the death benefit provided in clauses (a) and (b) paid 
in monthly installments, fixed in number or amount, all subject to such 
rules and regulations as the board may adopt. Regular interest shall be 
credited on the unpaid balance of such benefit, at rates then in use under 
the system as adopted by the board from time to time. 
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(d) If compensation is awarded by the industrial accident board of | 
the State of Montana by reason of a finding that the member’s death © 
resulted from injury or disease arising out of or in the course of employ- | 
ment, the death benefit payable hereunder shall be limited to refund of © 
the member’s accumulated contributions. In any case where the industrial — 
accident board makes a determination that death of a state employee — 
resulted from injury or disease arising out of and in the course of employ- | 
ment and pays compensation therefor, the industrial accident board shall — 
certify its findings and determination to the board of administration of — 
the public employees’ retirement system. 





(e) Survivorship provision. In lieu of the benefits provided in (a) 
and (b) above, if the deceased member is qualified by reason of service 
for a retirement benefit, the beneficiary nominated by the deceased member 
may elect to receive a monthly life annuity. Said monthly life annuity © 
is to be based on the beneficiary’s attained age at the time of the deceased 
member’s death and to be calculated from an amount equal to the required ~ 
reserve for the deceased member’s creditable service, together with the 
deceased member’s accumulated contributions; and provided that this pro- 
vision be retroactive for all members who had an option for a lesser retire- 
ment allowance filed in the retirement system office at the time of their 
death. 


(f) The beneficiary named in (e) above shall have the right within 
ninety (90) days of the member’s death to elect to receive a death benefit 
instead of the benefit designated in (e) above.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 
The following message from the Governor was received and read: 


“February 27, 1953. 


Honorable George M. Gosman 

President of the Senate 

Honorable Dean Chaffin 

Speaker of the House of Representatives 
The Capitol 


Honorable Sirs: 


An emergency appropriation of $220,000, coupled with an authorization 
for the State Board of Examiners to enter into a lease and/or leases with 
the option to purchase lands, machinery and equipment for the use of the 
State Penitentiary at Deer Lodge, the Montana State Hospital at Warm 
Springs and the Montana State Sanitarium at Galen, is respectfully re- 
quested. 


This urgent request is made because of the serious situation con- 
fronting the Montana State Prison, the Montana State Hospital and the 
Montana State Sanitarium. Common sense and good business requires that 
a long-range solution to the prison’s problem of housing, rehabilitation 
and farming be developed. For many, many years Montana has been oper- 
ating the prison on an emergency basis, just doing something temporarily 
to alleviate the situation. 


The root of the problem is to provide productive work opportunities 
for the inmates. The prisoners themselves want to do something and that 
is the simple way of helping to rehabilitate them and to make them useful 
members of their communities when they are paroled and released. 


The members of The Senate and The House are to be commended for 
their intense interest in the prison problem. Your “Little Hoover” Re- 
organization Commission gave the matter intense consideration. Then, a 
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special committee of Senate and House members made an intensive analysis 
and more recently another special committee appointed by me again tackled 
the problem. It was our hope that a solution could be worked out which 
would be satisfactory by the end of the present session and before adjourn- 
ment of your honorable bodies. 


However, that seems improbable. Haste might lead to extravagance 
and waste. The State Board of Examiners have been active participants 
in the discussions, but the wisest policy seems to be a cautious approach. 

The foundation-stone of the problem would be the permanent acquisi- 
tion of a farm rather than to depend on leases hither-and-yon all over 
the Deer Lodge Valley. In the event of a purchase, provision should be 
made for payment in lieu of taxes for any property taken from the tax rolls. 


The availability of the appropriation requested would provide a firm, 
bargaining basis. It would permit time to investigate all available pos- 
sibilities. The Board of Examiners would be happy to work with your 
proposed Interim Legislative council or a.committee which you might 
designate. The funds would not be expended unless absolutely necessary 
for the best interests of the State. 


However, Montana has about 650 Hereford cattle, 300 Holsteins and 
other livestock. This investment must be protected to the best advantage. 
Meat, dairy products, potatoes, vegetables and other commodities must 
and should be produced on a prison farm to minimize expenditure for the 
prison, as well as the other custodial institutions. 


Terms and conditions of such a lease or option to purchase would be 
commensurate with the benefits to be derived over a long term. In the 
best interest of Montana, your favorable consideration is respectfully re- 


quested.

“All applicants for registration of motor trucks, trailers, and semi- 
trailers under this act who do not pay the Class A fee shall furnish an 
affidavit reciting that the motor truck, trailer, or semitrailer for which 
registration is desired will not travel more than 24,000 miles on the high- 
ways of the State of Montana within the calendar year and that if such 
vehicle does travel more than 24,000 miles within such calendar year, the 
applicant will, as soon as the mileage for such vehicle on the highways of 
the State of Montana exceeds 24,000 miles, promptly pay the difference 
between the Class A fee and the fee paid on registration.”

Honorable Sirs: 
The provisions of Senate Joint Memorial No. 8 are not entirely con- 


curred in for the reasons as outlined below. 


While it is definitely desirable that the Federal government retire 
from the field of motor fuel taxation, leaving this field of taxation entirely 
to the forty-eight states, and while it is further desirable that the balance 
of the Federal automotive excise tax rates be reduced to provide sufficient 
revenue only for the continuance of a sound Federal Aid Highway program, 
it is my belief that the entire withdrawal of the Federal government from 
this source of revenue, properly applicable to the construction of highways, 
would result in the discontinuance of the Federal Aid Highway program 
as it now exists. 


The Federal Aid Highway program as it now exists is a distinct benefit 
to Montana in that the yearly apportionments of Federal money to this 
state for highway construction purposes, including the funds for Forest 
Highway construction, totals approximately $10,900,000 or, roughly, $1,- 
900,000 in excess of the $9,000,000 taken from the state annually by the 
Federal automotive excise taxes as a whole. 


The provisions of House Joint Memorial No. 7 call for an increase in 
the percentage of Federal participation in the construction costs of Primary 
and secondary highways in Montana. This, in all logic, calls for an increase 
in the amount of Federal Aid Highway money to be apportioned to this 
state. It is believed to be inconsistent for Montana, on the one hand to 
memorialize the Congress, in effect, to discontinue the Federal Aid High- 
way program, and on the other hand to memorialize the Congress to liberal- 
ize and increase its Federal Aid Highway allocations to the state. 
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Summing up the situation, while I believe, as stated above, that the 
Federal government should withdraw entirely from the field of motor fuel 
taxes and that the Federal excise tax rates upon other automotive items 
should be lowered, I do not feel that the entire withdrawal of the Federal 
government from the field of the automotive excise tax, at the cost of a 
discontinued Federal Aid Highway program, would be of advantage to the 
economy of Montana or to the economy of the nation as a whole. 


I am therefore returning Senate Joint Memorial No. 8 without my 
approval.

Honorable Sirs: 


Senate Joint Memorial No. 18 requests laws, rules and regulations to 
lower standards on Secondary roads. The need for such action is not 
believed to exist. Low standard Secondary roads may be built under exist- 
ing rules and regulations where such action is justified. 


The Federal Aid Secondary System in Montana is in the initial stage 
of construction, and the vast majority of projects which have been con- 
structed or on which construction is contemplated are potential heavy 
traffic highways. It would be a mistake, I believe, to build them to low 
standards, not comparable with the expected volume or type of traffic 
which they will be called upon to carry. 


In practically all instances where sub-standard roads were built on 
the Federal Aid Secondary System in the past, the local people were dis- 
satisfied and, in many instances, the State was forced to go in and recon- 
struct the project to more modern standards. 


As an example, a section of the Forsyth-Colstrip road in Rosebud 
County was built with a shoulder width of 20 feet as a matter of presumed 
economy. Many accidents resulted. The people served by this highway 
rose up in arms and demanded that the road be rebuilt to greater width. 
This was done. It would have been far cheaper if the road had been built 
to proper standards in the first instance. 


In Glacier County, at the present time, the county officials are com- 
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plaining because the Kevin-West secondary road includes a short section 
of 10% grade, a situation which those to be served feel should be corrected 
at an estimated cost of $25,000. 


To serve the greatest number of people and produce the most benefit, 
Federal Aid Secondary Projects should be programmed for the most part 
on principal county roads where the traffic justifies modern standards of 
construction. Most counties in Montana have plenty of such roads yet 
unbuilt. 


The design and standards governing highway construction are problems 
which should be considered for each individual road to be constructed. 
Proper drainage, elimination of snow traps, adequate foundations for 
bituminous surfaces, proper width, suitable grades and alignment required 
for public safety are matters on which the solution should be left to com- 
petent engineers. 


The lowering of the standards for secondary road construction, which 
roads are being called upon to carry increasingly heavy traffic, will in- 
evitably raise the cost of maintenance for these same roads, and will add 
to the burden, in this connection, which the counties of Montana now are 
called upon to bear. 


For the above reasons I am herewith returning Senate Joint Memorial 
No. 13 without my approval.

Senate Bill No. 107 is returned herewith without my approval for the 
following reasons: 


The shifting of the burden of cost from the utility companies to the 
individual home, farm and ranch owners who move their houses, hay 
derricks and other items seems to me to be inequitable. This applies also 
to industrial movers. The utilities are equipped to do this work and have 
taken rights-of-way with this burden in mind. If responsibility for main- 
taining clearance above ground is not placed on the utility companies they 
might soon block all movements of high structures. 


The statutes from 1929 until 1951 placed the burden of cost on the 
utilities. In 1951 this was amended to shift the burden to the individual — 
movers in the cities and towns. I voted against that change as a member 
of the Senate. Now it is proposed to shift the burden throughout the 
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state. Power and telephone lines could eventually strangle the people of 
the state. An analogous situation would exist if people who crossed rail- 
road rights-of-way were charged a toll for crossing. The railroads must 
maintain crossings for public use, and I believe the same principle applies 
to power and telephone lines. 


Therefore, I think it for the best interest of the state that this bill be 


returned without my approval.

A Resolution requesting the Legislative Council to appoint a sub- 
committee to make a study of the trucking industry in the State of Mon- 
tana with a view to working out an improved schedule of gross vehicle 
weight taxes and to render a report of such study to the next Session of 
the Legislature together with recommendations for further legislation. 


WHEREAS, House Bill No. 8 as amended imposes gross vehicle weight 
taxes set forth in the schedules contained in said bill which taxes apply 
to all trucks operating upon the highways of the state except as therein 
otherwise specifically provided, and 


WHEREAS, the trucking industry in the State of Montana is a highly 
diversified business which includes large trucking companies operating 
upon regular schedules between fixed points and over improved highways 
of the state and also includes small companies and individuals and farmers 
without established routes operating irregularly and upon highways and 
unimproved roads in poor condition, poorly maintained; and 
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WHEREAS, by reason of the wide variations in operating conditions 
as aforesaid, it appears that some adjustments could be made with the 
proper study in the coming two year period; and 


WHEREAS, the subject of gross vehicle weight taxation has been a 
controversial subject in every legislative assembly of recent years; 


BE IT THEREFORE RESOLVED, that the Legislative Council be 
requested to appoint a subcommittee to make a comprehensive study of the
